Fatal  Accident. 

An  announcement,  peculiarly  sadden¬ 
ing  to  the  Bloomfield  people,  was  made 
in  thedsily  papers  of  la»t  Saturday,  that 
Mr.  Jos.  Bloomfield  Osborn  had  been 
killed  by  a  fall  ou  Friday  ut  Pawtucket, 
K.  I.  Mr.  Osborn  weut  thither  ou  Thurs¬ 
day,  and  uext  day  at  noon  while  repair¬ 
ing  a  damper  in  a  horizontal  flue  iu  the 
boiler-room  at  tbe  works  of  the  Conant 
Thread  Works  he  fell  from  the  ladder  on 
which  he  was  standing  to  the  floor,  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  fifteen  feet.  His  neck  was 
l  roken  by  the  fall,  and  death  was  almost 
instantaneous.  The  intelligence  caused 
general  sorrow  in  this  town,  where  Mr.
